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OAMADIANS MUST USE 
COREEEEUTES FOR FLOUR 


Ottawa, due” ‘256-—Compulsory 
use by bakers, confectioners, pub- 
lie eating places and private house- 
holds, of substitntes-"for wheat 
flour, are prescribed in an order 
tee oday by the Canada Food 


The order defines as substitutes 
for wheat flour, ‘‘pure and whole- 
some corn, oats, barley, rye, buck- 
wheat, tapioca, or potato flour, 
bran, shorts> oatmeal, rolled oats, 
rice, corn meal, corn starch, homi- 
ny, rye meal, tapioca or any mix- 
ture of same, and potatoes.’’ Four 
pounds of potatoes will be consid- 
ered equivalent to one pound of 
other substitutes. The order pro- 
vides than on and after July 1, one 
pound of substitutes must be used 
to every nine pounds of standard 
wheat flour. 

On, and after July 1, this pro- 
portion, so far as places east of 
Port Arthur are concerned, must 
be increased to one pound of sub- 
stitutes to every four pounds of 
white or standard wheat flour 
Quantities of substitutes available 
west of Port Arthur are at present 
too uncertain to allow a date 
being named for an increase equal 
to that required for eastern Cana- 
da, but such an increase will be 
made, just as soon as the available 
supply of substitutes in western 
Canada is obtainable. 

On and after July 15th, no licen- 
sed dealer may legally have in his 
possession for sale any wheat or 
standard flour unless he has also 
at all times sufficient stock of sub- 
stitutes to meet the demands of his 
customers, at reasonable prices. 

Persons at points east of, but not 
including Port Arthur, must pur- 
chase substitutes in the proportion 
of not less than one pound of sub- 
stitutes to two pounds of wheat or 
standard flour, while persons west 
of Port Arthur must buy not less 
than one pound of substitutes to 
four pounds of wheat or standard 
flour. Dealers are forbidden, on 
and after July 15th to sell flour un- 
less substitutes in the proportion 
stated, or to a greater proportion 
are purchased. 

On and after July 15th, every 
baker must place one each loaf of 
bread a label sticker bearing his 
name and address, and the words 
‘Vietory Bread.’ The latter ex- 
pression will be guarantee that the 
prescribed amount of substitutes 
for standard wheat flour-required 
by the Canada Food Board have 
been used in making the loaf 
Bread which does not bear such a 
label or sticker may be seized. 

The order makes it an offense 
for any person to sell or have in 
his possession any product, in 
which white or standard flour is 
used, which does not conform to 
the requirements of Food Board. 
The penalty for violation of the 
new regulations is a_ fine of not 
less than $100 and up to $1000 or 
imprisonment for a period of three 
months, or both fine and imprison

From the appearance of the re- 
mains, it would appear that the 
victims had been dead about seven 
or eight days. Residents of this 
place are of the opinion that these 
men were shot and killed the same 
night of the tragedy in the Sny- 
der home, when C. Snyder and his 
nephew were slain and the shack 
set on fire. 

It has been the belief of the pol- 
ice that either Snyder or his neph- 
ew had slain the other, and then 
committed. suicide, but this new 
development may throw an entir- 
ely new light on the entire series 
of tragedies.

London, June 26—The militia 
department has received the foll- 
owing communication, from Sir 
Edward Kemp, representative of 
the militia department in London 
and minister of overseas military 
forces of Canada. 

‘“‘The finest behaved soldiers 
that we have to deal with.’’ This 
13 the report of an Imperial author- 
ity responsible for the conduct of 
all soldiers in London, to the ques- 
tion, ‘‘How do the Canadian sold- 
iers conduct themselves in Lond- 
on?”’ 

From time to time statements 
are circulated in Canada’ which 
tend to give the impression that 
all is not well with our troops ov- 
erseas. One time it takes the form 
of eriticising the pay corps: an- 
other time it is Argyll House, still 
another time it invdlves the behav- 
ior of the troops at the front, in 
London, and elsewhere. They 
are always at variance with the 
fact. It is strange coincidence 
that those whd start such tales are 
usually men who failed to make 
good and who desire to pull the 
rest of the world down to their 
level. 

The Imperial authorities are not 
only unanimous about the splen- 
did conduct of the Canadian men, 
but pay equal homage to the ad- 
ministration of the Canadian over- 
seas forces.

AUSTRIAN WITHDRAWAL 
WAS DISORDERLY ROUT

Italian Headquarters, Tuesday, 
June 25—Under the fire of Italian 
machine guns and artillery, which 
were brought up rapidly the Aus- 
trian withdrawal across the Piave 
soon became a_ disorderly rout. 
It is estimated the Austrian loss3es 
total more than 200,000. 

It was a terrible sight as the 
maddened Austrians fled under the 
deluge of Italian bullets and shells. 
They leaped into the river and 
grabbed pieces of wood or any- 


thing that would aid them: tied 
themselves to mules and horses 


but their efforts were in vain, for 
as the enemy reached the opposite 
bank they were caught again by 
the fire of the Italian guns which 
had been frained accurately on 
the eastern bank for some days.

Yesterday was the anniversery 
of the battle of Solferino, in whieh 
the French and Italian Armies de- 
feated the Austrians 59 years ago. 
The victory was proudly emulated 
by the Italian army in the present 
fighting. 

In fleeing the Austrians left 
tbehind them much war material. 
j The enemy troops even threw aw- 
ay their rifles and deserted hund- 
lreds of machine guns which were 
to have been used to support the 
retirement. It is estimated that 
ithe number of Austrians on the 
Western Bank of the Piave when 
the retreat began was over 100,- 
}000. This great number of men, 
however, could do nothing against 
ithe Italian pressure, despite con- 
‘tinous counter attacks.

Harvest Leave. 


: Leave of Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. 
Procedure to obtain Leave cf Absence. 


Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. 

This impression is quite incorrect. 
upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
In view of the need of Jabour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 


There is no further obligation incumpent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 


Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such troops as may be in the country at that time.

Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship.

A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. 
upplication have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has been detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention.

THE MURDER EPIDEMIC 
—0— 

On June the 8th, the body of 
George Alex was found in his 
shack at Lac a Biche, the eoron- 
ners’ jury finding that the man 
came to his death by shots fired 
by some person unknown. On 
June 10th a report came to the 
provincial police that the body of 
John Wyuntuh had been found in 
his house near Fagnolia. About 
the same time reports were receiv- 
ed that the skeleton of a man jad 
been found near Ronan, On June 
11th the body of George Christie, 
a south side merchant, was found 
in his store, the verdict of the cor- 
oner’s jury being that death was 
caused by bullets fired by some un- 
known party. On June 25th came 
a report from Grand Prairie that 
two men named Snider, uncle and 
nephew, had been shot at a point 
in that vicinity, their bodies being 
found. The next day brought 
news from the same place stating 
that the bodies of four men named 
Patan, Zeemener, Parzychoski, and 
Wudwand had been found at an 
other point in that district, bullet 
holes proclaiming that they had 
met with foul play. Disregarding 
the reports from Fagnolia and Ro- 
nan, therefore, eight men appear 
to have been murdered in the nor- 
thern portion of the Province dur- 
ing the present month. This out 
break of slaying calls for action on 
the part.of the law officers, both 
prompt energetic and persistent. 
Murder has been more common in 
the province for some years than 
it need have been if the penalty 
had followed the crime with any 
sort of certaimity. Unfortunately 
of the many murders committed, 
few of the perpetrators have been 
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arrested, and stall fewer brought 
The present epi 
demie must be regarded as to some 
extent due to that fact When the 
penalty does not follow the crime

Mr. Hoover's allotment is three 
pounds a month to each person— 
This is at a rate of sixteen ounces 
for each thirty meals, or obout 
one half ounce to each meal. The 
reduction is estimated to amount to 
20 per cent. below the normal con- 
sumption of sugar.
